LDS  Leaders  Reaffirm 
High  Moral  Standards

A reaffirmation  of  the  high 
moral  standards  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
was  made  during  the  thrfee  day 
World  Conference  held  Friday, 
Saturday  and  Sunday. 

Under  the  direction  of  President 
David  O.  McKay,  who  was  advised 
by  his  doctors  to  remain  at  home, 
the  conference  speakers  urged 
Church  members  to  avoid  the 
pitfalls  of  the  so-called  “new 
morality.” 

The  139th  Annual  Conference 
was  opened  by  a statement  from 
President  McKay,  read  by  his  son 
Robert  R.  McKay. 

PRESIDENT  BROWN 

The  third  session  of  the 
conference  was  key-noted  by 
President  Hugh  B.  Brown,  first 
counselor  in  the  First  Presidency. 
Pres.  Brown  asserted  that  the 
restored  Church  teaches  that  there 
will  be  an  infinite  variety  of  states 
in  man’s  future,  comparing  them  to 
spheres  that  correspond  to 
variations  in  intelligence, 
knowledge,  tastes, 
accomplishments,  inclinations  and 
aspirations. 

President  Alvin  R.  Dyer, 
counselor  in  the  First  Presidency 
attacked  sex  education,  group 
psychology  that  employs 
consensus  decisions,  flexibility  in 
marriage  laws  and  giving  alcohol  to 
youth. 

“The  Lord  has  warned  his  people 
of  the  penetration  of  evil  in  the  last 
days  seeking  to  destroy  the  souls  of 
men,”  Pres.  Dyer  said. 

Pres.  Dyer  cautioned  against  the 
acceptance  of  the  “evil  doctrines  of 
slanted  educational  programs” 
which  would  break  down  man’s 


moral  structure  apd  could  result  in 
a “new  depraved  social  order.” 

“We  can  see  the  need  of  these 
warnings  in  the  evil  trends  that  are 
deteriorating  man’s  senses  of 
decency  and  moral  standards,”  said 
Pres.  Dyer. 

‘Racism’ 

Charges 

Refuted 

A letter  from  a civil  rights  official 
in  Denver  indicating  Brigham 
Young  University  is  operating  in 
compliance  with  existing  civil 
rights  laws  has  been  made  public  by 
the  school’s  president,  Dr.  Ernest 
L.  Wilkinson. 

The  letter,  Dr.  Wilkinson  said, 
refutes  charges  by  some  groups  at 
other  institutions  that  racism  exists 
or  is  practiced  on  the  BYU  campus. 

Written  by  an  official  of  the 
Department  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare  in  Denver,  the  letter 
was  received  by  Dr.  Wilkinson 
earlier  this  week.  The  official,  Mr. 
Hollis  B.  Bach,  Regional  Civil 
Rights  Director  for  HEW,  stated: 

“As  a result  of  our  review  on 
your  campus  and  your  response  to 
our  report,  the  Brigham  Young 
University  is  deemed  to  be  in 
compliance  with  Title  VI  of  the 
Civil  Rights  Act  of  1 964.” 

“Since  our  visit  to  your  campus 
last  spring,”  Mr.  Bach  added,  “we 
have  visited  a number  of 
institutions  of  higher  education. 
We  think  you  might  like  to  know 
that  we  still  consider  Brigham 
Young  as  being  one  of  the  very 
finest  schools  we  have  visited.”

Professorial  Evaluations

In  many  schools  across  the 
country,  administrative  educators 
have  banned  together  in  order  to 
evaluate  the  professors.  These 
evaluations  are  ppP^I- 
ostensibly  used 
to  provide  the 
teachers  with  an 
idea  of  their 
effectiveness  as  I 
seen  through  the 
eyes  of  the 
students.  It  has 
also  been  stated 
that  the  results 
of  these  surveys! 
are  used  to  help  f 
up-grade  the  PAXMAN 
quality  of  teaching  at  the  schools 
that  employ  the  evaluations. 

It  must  be  assumed,  however, 
that  the  evaluations  are  merely  a 
ploy,  for  they  instill  fear  in  the 
hearts  of  the  professors  (this  is  not 
to  profess  that  all  teachers  have 
“hearts”  — I could  have  said 
“minds”  but  that  would  have 
assumed  too  much!). 

The  threat  of  impending 
evaluation  creates  an  interesting 
phenomenon— a complete  reversal 
in  the  attitude  of  the  teacher 
toward  his  students.  Those  who 
have  been  brutalizing  their 
students  with  papers,  exams,  and 
trivial  knowledge  suddenly  become 
condescendingly  complimentary. 
Those  who  have  been  ruthless  in 
exacting  excellence  suddenly 
become  excellently  tolerant  of 
mediocre  work.  There  exists 
between  the  two— the  evaluation 
and  the  teacher— an  arresting  causal 


relationship.  And  I observed  it  just 
the  other  day. 

Last  week,  I stupidly  stumbled 
into  an  English  Lit  class  on  the  day 
that  one  of  the  surveys  was  to  be 
given. 

“Today,”  began  the  instructor, 
“we  will  begin  the  class  with  a 
spelling  lesson.”  He  then 
proceeded  to  print  the  following 
words  on  the  board: 
TREMENDOUS  - FANTASTIC  - 
TESTIMONY  - STUPENDOUS  - 
STIMULATING  - INSPIRING  - 
INVIGORATING  - SPIRITUAL. 

“These  words,”  he  added,  “are 
those  most  frequently  misspelled 
on  the  Teachers  Evaluation 
reports,  which,  by  the  way,  we  will 
be  filling  during  the  last  10  minutes 
of  class.  Now,  with  regard  to  our 
discussion  today,  let’s  begin  with 
the  great  English  poet  Sidney.” 

“Sidney  who?”  someone  yelled 
from  the  back  of  the  class. 

“Oh  Mr.  Blake,  you  ‘tiger,  tiger 
burning  bright,’  you  have  such  a 
wonderful  sense  of  humor.” 

As  the  lecture  continued,  we 
moved  from  Sidney  to  a discussion 
of  Edmund  Spenser.

The 
Miners  only  swept  the  pole  vault 
and  the  880,  but  they  won  both 
relays  and  they  placed  people  in 
most  of  the  other  events  to  eke  out 
a four-point  victory. 

Good  marks  were  again  the  order 
of  the  day  for  the  Cougars  as 
several  were  turned  in. 

Steve  Bergeson  and  Sam  Francis 
turned  in  their  life-time  bests  in  the 
mile  run  with  clockings  of  4:10.4 
and  4:11.5  respectively. 

Chris  Celion  and  Mike  Hoffman 
continued  their  consistent 
performances  as  Celion  took  the 
high  jump  with  a leap  of  6 feet  10 
inches,  and  Hoffman  won  the 
discus  with  a throw  of  172  feet  9 
inches.  Dick  Legas  threw  the 
javelin  227  feet  to  take  the  blue 
ribbon  in  that  event;  teammate 
Juhani  Nummela  threw  the  same 
distance  in  Albuquerque  to  win  the 
event  there. 

The  long  jumpers  all  broke  the 
25-foot  mark  again,  but  Palmen’s 
leap  of  25*  feet,  1%  inch  was 
wind-aided.  The  others  were  legal 
as  gusts  blew  only  occasionally. 

The  Cats  chances  for  victory 
were  hampered  by  the  illness  of 
half-milers  Stan  Bergeson  and  Paul 
Hackett.  Because  these  two 
athletes  were  ill,  the  Miners  were 
able  to  sweep  that  event.

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Soviets  Hit  U.S.  Book  Tastes 


American  literature  is  in  the  grip 
of  the  “insidious  disease  of 
commercialism”  according  to  an 
article  in  Russia’s  most  outspoken 
literary  publication,  Lituraturnaya 
Gazeta,  as  translated  in  a recent 
issue  of  Atlas  Magazine. 

“The  American  book  market 
reminds  one  of  the  Sargasso  Sea,” 
the  story  asserts.  “Its  borders  are 
dificult  to  detect.  “Only  the 
columns  of  best-seller  titles  in 
Time,  the  New  York  Times  Book 
Review  and  other  publication  show 
the  ebb  and  flow  of  reader  demand. 

“Excellent  novels  such  as  Willian 
Styron’s  ‘Confessions  of  Nat 
Turner’  and  John  Updike’s 
“Couples’  may  be  raised  to  the 
crest  of  popularity,  while  (a  poor) 
piece  of  writing  may,  by  mass 
hypnosis  achieve  the  same  result. 

“Who,  then,  makes  a best 
seller?”  the  story  continues.  “What 
laws  literally  impel  a nation  to 
devour.  . . trash.  ..or  on  the 
contrary  to  arouse  enduring  and 
avid  interest  in  quite  good  books 
such  as  ‘Ship  of  Fools’  by 
Katherine  Anne  Porter,  ‘The  Secret 
of  Santa  Vittoria’  by  Robert 
Crichton,  or  ‘The  Group’  by  Mary 
McCarthy?  One  gets  the  impression 
that  a book’s  artistic  worth  is  not  a 
crucial  factor. 

“Naturally,”  the  story  goes  on  to 


say,  “In  America  the  newlywon 
freedom  to  treat  erotic  subjects  has 
been  used  by  low-grade  imitators 
rather  than  by  creators  of 
authentic  literature.” 

As  for  Russian  literature,  Atlas 


points  out  that  a leading  Soviet 
author  who  wrote  that  in  Russia 
“only  dishonest  literature  can 
develop  in  the  light  of  day”  is  now 
doing  seven  years  in  prison  for  that 
observation.

World  Highlights 


Copters  Downed 

SAIGON  (AP)-Enemy  gunners 
downed  three  U.S.  helicopters  this 
weekend  bringing  the  total  lost 
during  the  war  to  one  short  of 
2,500.  On  the  ground  the  North 
Vietnamese  killed  14  Americans 
and  wounded  28. 

The  only  chopper  casualty 
announced  by  the  U.S.  command 
was  one  wounded  crewman.  The 
three  downed  aircraft  brought  to 
10  the  total  of  helicopters  lost  the 
first  week  of  April. 

Ground  fighting  ebbed  to  its 
lowest  level  since  the  enemy  began 
its  spring  offensive  more  than  six 
weeks  ago,  but  North  Vietnamese 
infantrymen  struck  hard  in  two 
areas  Sunday  night. 

Patient  Good 

HOUSTON,  Tex.  (AP)-Haskell 
Karp  received  a human  heart  today 
and  was  reported  in  satisfactory 
condition  after  the  world’s  first 
completely  mechanical  heart  had 
kept  him  alive  65  hours  while  he 
waited  for  a donor. 

Dr.  Denton  A.  Cooley,  in  his 
1 9th  transplant,  placed  the  heart  of 
a Massachusetts  woman  in  the 
chest  of  the  47-year-old  Skokie, 
111.,  printing  estimator. 


The  human  heart  replaced  an 
eight-ounce  plastic  and  fabric 
device  Karp  had  received  on  an 
emergency  but  temporary  basis 
Friday  when  efforts  to  repair  a 
severely  diseased  heart  chamber 
failed. 

The  two-hour  and  45  minute 
transplant  began  shortly  after  Mrs. 
Barbara  Ewan,  40,  a victim  of 
irreversible  brain  damage  had 
arrived  by  plane  on  a special  flight 
from  Lawrence,  Mass. 

“I  am  inclined  to  believe  the 
patient  was  better  adapted  for 
today’s  transplant  because  of  this 
mechanical  device,”  Cooley  told  a 
news  conference.  “It  is  now 
available  to  buy  time  for  others 
until  a transplant  heart  can  be 
found.” 

Claim  Stated 

LAGOS,  Nigeria  (AP)-The 
federal  army  claimed  its  troops 
were  pushing  Monday  to  within 
artillery  range  of  Umuahia,  the 
capital  of  secessionist  Biafra. 

The  claim  was  based  on  a report 
distributed  by  officials  here  from 
Col.  Mohamed  Shuwa,  commander 
of  the  Nigeria  1st  Division,  that 
federal  troops  had  overrun 
Uzuakoli,  a railway  town  eight 
miles  north  of  Umuahia. 

But  a dispatch  from  the 


secessionist  capital  quoted  a 
Biafran  communique  as  saying  the 
rebel  troops  had  recaptured 
Uzuakoli  from  the  federals  Friday 
and  continued  to  push  north 
“gaining  more  territory  from  the 
enemy.” 

Withdrawal? 

WASHINGTON  (AP)-Secretary 
of  State  William  P.  Robers  voiced 
hope  Monday  for  mutual 
U.S.  — North  Vietnamese  troop 
withdrawal  this  year  but  ruled  out 
a one-sided  American  pullout  now. 

“We  do  have  a plan  which  we 
think  is  a fair  and  reasonable  one 
for  ending  this  conflict,”  Rogers 
added.  But  again,  he  avoided 
naming  any  peace  date  and 
acknowledged  “there  isn’t  any 
magic  formula”  for  ending  the  war. 

Speaking  at  his  first  formal 
Washington  news  conference  since 
taking  office  in  January  as 
President  Nixon’s  foreign  affairs 
chief,  Rogers  said  also: 

—The  United  States  has  decided 
to  postpone  indefinitely  the 
potential  application  of  economic 
sanctions  against  Peru  for  Peru’s 
seizure  of  U.S.  oil  property. 
Wednesday  was  the  legal  deadline 
for  such  action  unless  the  Lima 
regime  indicated  willingness  to  pay 
just  compensation. 


HARLINGEN,  Tex. 
(AP)  — Disguised  as  a woman, 
Dykes  Askew  Simmons  Jr.  escaped 
from  a Monterrey  prison  Sunday 
by  walking  out  with  a group  of 
about  400  women  who  had  just 
completed  a visit. 

Simmons,  40,  a Fort  Worth 
laborer,  was  interviewed  by 
KGBT-TV  news  director  Lee  Harr 
at  an  undisclosed  location  in  Texas.
